We do not apprehend that this excitement 
will lead to anything more than a general ia- 
disposition of the people to codperate with the 
Commission, a reckless and defiant impru- 
dence, and a disregard of, and determfned 
resistance to, the rules* which it will be 
necessary for all to* observe to render the 
Quarantine effective. If violence has been 
contemplated, we do not doubt better counsels, 
which have been diligently urged since the in-- 
cendiary acts occurred, will prevail. 

‘We do not, for a moment, entertain the 
dishonorable supposition that -the Commis- 
signers are engaged in a Chinese warfare. to 
compel New-Jersey to surrender Sandy 
Hook, in which the weapons are to be yellow 
fever set afloat to sweep upon her by the tide. 

‘We do not observe in the vindication. now 
offered of their conclusions by the Commis- 
sioners, that any statements which have here- 
tofore appeared, in the Times are corrected ; 
nor do we see any reason to change the 
opinions we have heretofore expressed on this 
subject, 

The Commissioners say, very truly, that in 
no place would the Quarantine be welcomed : 
this being conceded, the question is among 
which people can.it be effectually maintained 
with the least interference with their usual 
avocations. One of the chief objections found 
by the Commissioners to Coney Island .is 
the right the people might claim to cut sedge, 
gather sea-weed and fish. If the statements 
with regard.to the oyster interests centring at 
Seguine’s Point are not most shamefully 
exaggerated, there would be no comparison 
in the degree of difficulty with which the nec- 
essary tegulations arising from causes of this 
pature would be there maintained.
